Eoiron Bkcobd: niving just returned
from a visit to our asylum at Wood
bridgr, California, it may bi interesting

same of your readers to learn of its
location, character, surroundings and
management. Woodbridge, where our
State Asjlutu is located, is a neat littlo
village about twelve miles above stock-to-

on tbe old Stockton and Sacrameuto
road; it is two miles from Lodi, a small
town on tbe line of tbe C. P. It. R.,
called Lodi station. This is also the
station for Woodbridge. Tbe say lu in is

part of the town of Woodbridge. There
are several flue stores, two hotels two
saloons, flowering mill, postoflice, tele
graph office and all tbe etca. of a live
American town. The insane in the
tsylum at present Dumber eigbty-on-

nioeteen of whom are females. Its
management is under the direction of
Dr. Langdon. It is surrounded by beau
tiful sbade trees. Tbe grounds .em-
brace n large inclosure interspersed with
sbade trees, where tbe patients promen
ade, exercise and amuse themselves as
fancy directs snob as are safe to be at
liberty. Tbe male and female depart-
ment are eutirely separated, even tbe
doctors have io gain admitauae through
the matron when visiting female pa-

tients. Tbe arrangment of tbe building
is good and well conducted under Super
intendent, William (jravatt. Inmde
tbe rooms are a model of neatness and
everything seems to be conducted witb a
view to make its inmates comfortable.
It does not present the somber appear
ance its name would indieate; it is a bet
ter home tban is the lot of the minority
of families to eojoy. The supplies furn
ished tbe asylum aru of such a quality as
would satisfy most families. I saw meat
sent from the butcher's stall for the day's
use; it was a good average of California
beef. Tbe sleeping and bath comforts
are unobjectionable oven beautiful flow-

ers ure cultivated and oared for in tho
rooms.

Tbe principal physician is Dr. Lang
don, assisted by Dr. Tralton. These
gentlemen have a good reputation for
ability. Miss L. E. Vance, tbe Matron
of the ladies department, is well quail-tie- d

for ber place. The asylum is an
orderly and well reguluted establish
ment.

I will state how this asylum is man
aged financially. In the first place, the
premises with all its improvements be
long to tbe physioiaus. They take tbe
insane of our State and provide for their
board, clothing, medicine aud medical
attendance for seven dollars per week
This also includes burial expenses out
of this sum all expenses are paid. Tbe
asylum is exclusively for the use of N

vada, and its proprietors are responsiDie
to tbe Board, composed of tbe Uovernor,
Secretary of State and Controller, for tbe
insane or our State. lbe state of tbe
patients in tbe asylum vanes from the
dangerous maniac to the simplest forms

Fenian PrUonnrs.

From the Virginia Chronicle.)
Abont one year aao John J. Breslin. of

New York, Thomas Desmond, of San
Francisco, Thomas Brennan, of New
York, and John King, of Australia, were
selected by tbe Irish Nalionabst Society,
to effect the liberation of oertain Fenian
prisoners oonrlued at Fremaulle for al
leged crimes against tbe Eoglish Gov
ernment. That the escape was effecli d
is but too well known to the English au--
tnorities, but bow.it was effected is best
told by Thomas DeBmond, one of tbe
" Committee of Escape, " who arrived in
Virginia this morning. Mr. Desmond
was selected by atresident of Virginia Citv
for tbe perilous nndertakiun. and
judging from bis manner and his modest
story, BDy one who listens to bim can but
be impressed bv a sentiment of respect
for tbe intelligence of the man who select-
ed him.

Tbe story of the esoape. as related hv
Mr. Desmond to a Chronicle representa
tive is as follows: The prisoners
were communicated with through a mau
named Foley, a then recently-discharge-

prisoner residing at Fremantle, and post-
ed in regard to what they should each
and every one of tbenj do to effect the es-

cape of all. Everything being in readi-
ness, on the 17th of April last tbe men
were quietly got together about 8:15 a.
m., and driven from Freemantle to Rook-inglia-

a distance of 22 miles, and ar
rived at tbe latter plaoe at 10:30. They
immediately embarked in a whala-bna- t.

hoisted sail and, "sa'led the seas over"
111 searob of the Catalpa. tbe vessel
which bad been 'purchased by the Com
mittee 01 tue inhuoubiihis aud embarked
on an ostensible whaling cruiBe. After
sailing a few hours tbe mast broke and
the men were left on tbe open sea all
nigni. Ann ueorgette, a ooaating
steamer, bad been obartered by tbe au-
thorities to start in pursuit of tbe run-
aways, and the regular polios boat was
started in pursuit also. Tbe prisoners,
alter drifting around all night on tbe
bosom of a stormy sea, saw ou the morn-
ing of tbe 18th of April two vessels in
the offing, one of whioh was the
Georgette, tbe other tbe Catalnn Tn
order that they should not be observed it
was necessary to keep at least six miles
irom tne Georgette, whioh they fdid.
Aoout & 0 olook io the afternoon of the
18th they descried tun police boat in
pursuit, ana men ensued a raoe for lib
erty, the like of which bad never before
been witnessed in that locality. Tbe
remans reached the Catolpa about
twenty yards ahead of the polioe boat.
ine uaptnin ot tbe police boat then re.
turned to freinantle and reported that
tho prisoners had escaped. When the
escaped Fenians arrived on board the
Catalpa they learned that the Georgettebad been alongside, and tbat the Govern-
or of the prison at Fremantle had made
inquiries for them. Ou tbe mornina nf
the 10th tbe Georgette came alongside
tbe Catalpa for tbe second timA.
and tbe Governor of thn
Fremantle prison demanded tbe prison
ers. Captain Anthony, oommander of
tbe Catalpa, replied tbat there were no
prisoners on board. The Governor said.
'You are deceiving me. I oan see them

now. I have telegranbod to vour Gov
ernment, and yon are amenable to En-
glish laws." The telegraph oable hav- -

ng been cut by Breslin on the nioht of
the Kith, the prisoners knew very well
that this was untrue. Rep. J The Gov-
ernor oontinued: "I will give vou fifteen
minutes in whioh to surrender tbes?
prisoners. If yon do not do it, I'll blow
your mast out." Captain Anthony
poiuted to the American flag which was
flying from tbe mainmast and said:
' I'hat protects me." The Governor of

tbe prison, finding be had made a mis-
take, asked permission of Captain An-

thony to go on board tbe Catalpa. The
Captain replied: "I'm bound for sen
and cannot wait." The two vessels then
parted company, tbe Georgette return- -

ng to Rockingham and tbe Catalpa pro
ceeding ou ber course, and arrived in
New York on the evening of August 18.
